25. (new) A therapeutic product obtained from cord blood or placental 
blood, said product comprising white blood cells having a white cell viability greater than 
80% of said white cell viability in said cord blood or placental blood, and less than all of 
plasma contained in said blood. 

26. (new) The therapeutic product of Claim 25, further including a 
cryoprotective agent. 

27. (new) The therapeutic product of Claim 26, wherein said 
cryoprotective agent comprises dimethyl sulfoxide. 

28. (new) The therapeutic product of Claim 26, wherein said 
cryoprotective agent comprises dextran. 

29. (new) The therapeutic product of Claim 27, wherein said dimethyl 
sulfoxide is diluted to 50% with dextran. 

30. (new) The therapeutic product of Claim 27, wherein a 
concentration of said dimethyl sulfoxide is not greater than 10%. 
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3 1 . (new) The therapeutic product of Claim 2 7, wherein a 



concentration of said dimethyl sulfoxide is not greater than 1%. 

32. (new) The therapeutic product of Claim 27, wherein an osmolarity 
of said product is not more than 300 milliosmols.
